“Since this started it has cost us $2,772, but 
it has generated $3,929 in revenue,” said 
Assistant Administrator Dale Milita. 

Anderson said zone 10, the Belle Glade area, 
will be up for bids September 30,1986 and that 
the hospital has four alternatives. 

“One-we can forget about it; two- we can sub- 
mit bids to take over zones 9 and 10; three- 
work with APB or; four-put everyone on APB 
payroll and try to work out some kind of con- 
trol,” he said. 

He added there may be some problem in 
working: with APB because they are profit 
motivated and Everglades is a non-profit 
organization. 

Everglades Memorial currently receives no 
subsidies from Palm Beach County because 
their area, zone 9, is not open for bids. 
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If they were to combine zones 9’and 10 they 
would be eligible to receive county subsidies. 
Anderson said Glades General receives approx- 


per year. 

Walter Rashley, Administrative Assistant 
to County Commissioner Ken Adams, told the 
group there were two solutions to the problem. 

“First the Canal Point fire district could be 
expanded as it is currently the only fire taxing 
district west of 20 mile bend, or zones 9 and 10 
could be combined for an Emergencey Medical 
Service taxing district," said Rashley. 

The county would rathr combine the two 
zones because it would be cheaper for them, 
said Rashley. 

“If we combine zones 9 and 10 it's going to 
cost the taxpayers more money, but then it 
would be the same as Belle Glade, the loss 
would be spred over the entire county," said 
Milita. 

Rashley added if a private firm brings an am- 
bulance service in the area would lose its ad-

vanced life support. 

“I like the touch of advanced life support. If 
we can decrease our cost, by increasing our 
area, I'm all for it,” said board member Ted + 
Gallo. 

Board Chairman Stan Hooks said the situa- 
tion needs more study and deliberation but ad- 
ded, “if it in anyway jeopardizes our situation 
at Everglades Memorial, we pull the paramedic 
out of Belle Glade.” 

Rashley said bids would be awarded to the 
lowest or best bidders. 

“You (Everglades Memorial), would almost 
be assured of winning the bid if you bid on the 
advanced life support because APB is only go- 
ing to bid on basic life support,” said Rashley. 

In order to provide advanced life suport a 
paramedic must be on the ambulance. If no 
paramedic is riding, the ambulance can only 
provide basic life support. 

Paramedics are qualified to administer 
medicines, administer cardiac care and handle 
life threatening situations. 

Everglades Memorial has five paramedics 
and 12 emergency medical technicians on staff.

Giant cocaine rock seized in Belle Glade arrest 


BELLE GLADE -Belle Glade police are 
marvelling over a 24.6 gram cocaine rock, the 
largest they said they've ever seen. 

The rock, about,0.88 ounce, has,a street 
value-oí about $12,894, said Detective Albert 
Dowdell 111. ` x 

Dowdell said he'seized the rock when Joseph 
Charles, 38, of 1150 Palm Beach Road, was ar- 
rested Monday night and charged with posses- , 
sion of cocaine and possession of cocaine with 
intent to sell. 

If the cocaine rock:had been 3.4 grams 
heavier, only about 1 ounce, Charles would 
have beeh charged with trafficiking in cocaine, 
a more serious charge, said Dowdell. 

Acting on iformation from a confidential 


source, Dowdell said he and Ptlm. Aurelio 
Rodriguez found Charles at 649 S.W. Ave. С, 
withthe gigantic rock in his possession.
